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EXCERPT FROM "RULES OF ELECTIONS" (An attachment to the By-Laws of the Philmont 
Mobile Radio Club). 


"Electioneering shall be encouraged, with the official club publication carrying 
profiles of the candidates where possible. In addition, at the Annual Meeting, 
the candidates for President and Vice-President shall be given from three to five 
minutes for campaign speeches." 


"The Nominees for each office shall be listed together on the slate. Each officer 
must be elected by a simple majority of those voting, eliminating the candidate 
with the lowest vote. Balloting must continue until a simple majority is reached 
- for each office." 


“Absentee ballots are to be sent or given to the Judge of Elections no later than 

8:30 P.M. on the night of the elections. The ballot should be in a sealed envelope 
with the PMRC member's name on the outside so that the Judge of Elections can check 
that the vote is coming from a paid-up, eligible member. The ballot should state 

the member's lst and 2nd and perhaps 3rd choice, as the case may be. The absentee 
ballot will be held in the election as long as the candidate voted for on the absentee 
ballot is in the race."

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ABSENTEE BALLOT ON OTHER SIDE 
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INFO PRENATAL DETACHMENT BETHESDA MD 
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RECRUITING PROGRAM, IMMEDIATE CHANGE 


1. DUE TO THE ENORMOUS EXPENSE OF MAINTAINING AN EFFICIENT RECRUITING SYSTEM 
AND THE ADDITIONAL EXPENSE AND INCONVENIENCE OF DISCHARGING UNMARRIED WOMAN 

WHO ARE UNABLE TO COMPLETE THEIR ENLISTMENTS DUE TO UNAUTHORIZED PREGNANCY, THE 
FOLLOWING REVISION OF POLICY WILL BE PLACED INTO EFFECT IMMEDIATELY: 


A. UPON CERTIFICATION BY THE MEDICAL AUTHORITIES THAT A FEMALE MEMBER 
OF THE NAVY HAS REACHED THE STATE OF MOTHERHOOD, SHE WILL BE TRANSFERRED TO 
THE PRENATAL DETACHMENT BETHESDA MD FOR DUTY. SUCH DUTY TO BE IN A TAD STATUS 
AND TO BE TERMINATED UPON THE BIRTH OF CHILD OR CHILDREN. 


B. THE CHILD WILL BE REGISTERED WITH THE LAST NAME OF THE 
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SUSPECTED OR LIKELY FATHER AND A SERIAL NUMBER WILL BE ASSIGNED. IN THE CASE 
OF EXTREME DOUBT AS TO THE FATHER, THE NAME OF THE SENIOR ENLISTED MAN AT THE 
LAST DUTY STATION OF THE MOTHER AT THE TIME OF CONCEPTION WILL BE ASSIGNED. 


C. THE CHILD WILL BE MAINTAINED IN THE NAVY NURSERY, BETHESDA MD, UNTIL 
THE AGE OF EIGHT (8) AT WHICH TIME HE/SHE WILL BE TRANSFERRED TO THE NAVY 
ORPHANS FARM TO BE MAINTAINED UNTIL THE AGE OF EIGHTEEN (18). ON REACHING 
THIS AGE, HE/SHE WILL BE ENLISTED IN THE NAVY AND THE NAVY CLASSIFICATION CODE 
OF ONE OF THE PARENTS WILL BE ASSIGNED. IN THE CASE THE CHILD OR CHILDREN ARE 
FATHERED BY A CIVILIAN, THEY WILL PROBABLY BE OF LOW IQ, THEREFORE, THEY WILL 
BE ASSIGNED MEC 0124 (FO) AND HE/SHE WILL BE TRANSFERRED TO A MARINE CORPS 
RESERVE UNIT AS A REPLACEMENT FOR A COMMANDER IN A FIELD COMPANY. 


D. AT THE TIME OF THE CHILD'S ENLISTMENT, THE PARENT OF THE SAME SEX 
WILL BE NOTIFIED AND IF HAVING COMPLETED TWENTY (20) YEARS OF SERVICE WILL 
BE PERMITTED TO RETIRE FROM THE SERVICE. 

(1) UNDER THIS SYSTEM, IT IS EXPECTED THAT THE NAVY WILL REPRODUCE 
ITSELF AT A SUFFICIENT RATE TO ALLOW CLOSING DOWN OF THE RECRUITING PROGRAM 
ENTIRELY. IT MAY BE NECESSARY TO CURTAIL 
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THIS PROGRAM IN THE FUTURE, AS ESTIMATED TURNOVER OF PERSONNEL WILL PROBABLY 
EXCEED ALL EXPECTATIONS.
